Under a U. S.-Mexican agree­ 
ment which expired at midnight 
last night, the Mexican govern­ 
ment did the recruiting in the in­ 
terior and sent the laborers to the 
border for admission. 
I tie United States view was that 
it will be up to Mexico to patrol 
its lengthy border if it wants to 
prevent all crossings, and il the 
action results in a cutting down of 
“ wetbacks” it will be all to the 
good. 
“ Wetbacks” arc

slip into the country without reg­ 
istering and who work without 
proper permits. The United States

called because many swim across 
the Kin Grande Hivor border.

However, Lt. Gen. K. S. T hi- 
mayya, Indian chairman of the 
Neutral Nations Repatriation Com­ 
mission, said it would be an arm is­ 
tice violation if either side chang­ 
ed the status of the POWs. 
The Communists were expected 
to oppose the Indian decision since 
they want all prisoners kept in 
neutral custody until a peace con­ 
ference decides their fate. 
The Allies contend that under 
terms of the armistice all u nre­ 
patriated POWs must be liberated 
as civilians at midnight next F ri­ 
day.

An American 
lad, only 17 when he joined the 
Army, tells his grieving mother 
that he has not been forced, duped, 
or brainwashed into refusing re­ 
patriation, and that if she could 
talk with him she would find him 
just as he left her “ except that 
now’ I have a goal and a reason 
for life.” 
The letter explains nothing. The 
goal is left undefined; the reas­ 
ons are vague and confused.

us was discerning enough to see in 
Jesus one who could respond to 
his inquiring soul. 
Nicodemus was a man who be­ 
lieved in the power and majesty 
of God. He had perhaps seen Jes- 
j us perform some of His miracles, 
or certainly had heard about them. 
He realized that no one could 
do these things without God’s help. 
Nicodemus 
might 
have 
been 
a 
coward, but he was respectful, he 
was 
a 
gentleman. 
He 
acknow­ 
ledged Jesus as a God-sent teacher. 
He professed to know something 
about God and His Kingdom, but 
Jesus challenges this claim by de­ 
claring that ‘‘Except a man be born 
a^ain no cannot see the Kingdom 
of God.” 
Further conversation brings the 
assertion from Jesus that the King­ 
dom of God is a sp i\tu a l kingdom, 
and that no one can enter into and 
be a part of that kingdom without 
regeneration through a spiritual re­ 
birth. 
We, 
like 
Nicodemus 
did. 
are 
over-emphasizing religious educa­ 
tion. It is merely a means to an 
end, and not the end itself. Mental 
education even on religious m at­ 
ters will not save. 
Nicodemus 
was 
an 
educated 
man; he represents the class of 
men who have good impulses and 


want to do right, but who depend 
too much on the power of their 
'own intellectuality. They try to un­ 
derstand God and goodness rather 
than to feel it. They try to know 
rather than to love. 
It took Nicodemus a long time 
to realize this fact, but he finally 
did. A few years after his first 
conversation with Jesus, Nicodem- 
us came a little nearer the light 
when he defended Jesus before the 
Sanhedrin; and 1 think the light 
had fully come when with Joseph 
of Arimathea. he claimed and gave 
loving burial to the deserted body 
of the Crucified Jesus. 
Jesus tried to show Nicodemus 
and He tries to show us all that 
only with regenerated souls can we 
be His disciples, and that His chief 
purpose in coming to earth was to 
save our immortal souls—our spirit 
life. 
Our bodies, our intellects, our 
creative minds could have been 
developed and were being develop­ 
ed without His coming. 
But the soul was made by God. 
in His own image and for His own 
use, and it was made to b< pure; 
and only as it is purified through 
our love for Him and our faith and 
trust and belief in Him can we 
enter into that eternal Kingdom 
which Jesus came to establish here

Bishop Coxe was a modest poet 
and would not even permit his 
verses to be used in the hymnal 
of his own church. Today, most 
Christian groups have included it 
in their song lists.

us was discerning enough to see in 
Jesus one who could respond to 
his inquiring soul. 
Nicodemus was a man who be­ 
lieved in the power and majesty 
of God. He had perhaps seen Jes­ 
us perform some of His miracles, 
or certainly had heard about them. 
He realized that no one could 
do these things without God’s help. 
Nicodemus 
might 
have been 
a 
coward, but he was respectful, he 
was 
a 
gentleman. 
He acknow­ 
ledged Jesus as a God-sent teacher. 
He professed to know something 
about God and His Kingdom, but 
Jesus challenges this claim by de­ 
claring that “Except a man be born 
a-.ain ne cannot see the Kingdom 
of God.” 
Further conversation brings the 
assertion from Jesus that the King­ 
dom of God is a sp l\tu al kingdom, 
and that no one can enter into and 
be a part of that kingdom without 
regeneration through a spiritual re­ 
birth. 
We, like Niccdemus did. 
are 
over-emphasizing religious educa­ 
tion. It is merely a means to an 
end, and not the end itself. Mental 
education even on religious m at­ 
ters will not save. 
Nicodemus 
was 
an 
educated 
man; he represents the class of 
men who have good impulses and 


want to do right, but who depend 
too much on the power of their 
own intellectuality. They try to un­ 
derstand (kid and goodness rather 
than to feel it. They try to know 
rather than to love. 
It took Nicodemus a long time 
to realize this fact, but he finally 
did. A few years after his first 
conversation with Jesus, Nicodem­ 
us came a little nearer the light 
when he defended Jesus before the 
Sanhedrin; and I think the light 
had fully come when with Joseph 
of Arimathea. he claimed and gave 
loving burial to the deserted body 
of the Crucified Jesus. 
Jesus tried to show Nicodemus 
and He tries to show us all that 
only with regenerated souls can wfe 
be His disciples, and that His chief 
purpose in coming to earth was to 
save our immortal souls—our spirit 
life. 
Our bodies, our intellects, our 
creative minds could have been 
developed and were being develop­ 
ed without His coming. 
But the soul was made by God. 
in His own image and for His own 
use, and it was made te be pure; 
and only as it is purified through 
our love for Him and our faith and 
trust and belief in Him can we 
enter into that eternal Kingdom 
which Jesus came to establish here

NICODEMUS 
By Flint H, Denman 
In approaching the study of this 
Sunday school lesson let us not for­ 
get the purpose of John’s Gospel— 
to show that Jesus was divine. 
If we can see, as John saw. that 
Jesus was the divine Son of God. 
that He was an in so lv ab le part 
of the Godhead, that He existed 
with God. then we can also see 
that because Jesus, the D i v i n e , 
entered into human form. it is not 
only possible for divinity to enter 
humanity, but it is also possible 
for humanity to partake of the 
divine. 
John was not concerned about 
the HISTORY of Jesus. He wanted 
the readers of his gospel to know 
the CHARACTER of Jesus. 
Summed up in the words of our 
memory selection are given an in­ 
sight into the character of Jesus 
and the purpose of His coming to 
earth in human form. 
John 
records 
these 
matchless 
words as having been said by Jes­ 
us during a conversation He had 
with Nicodemus, a noted Pharisee 
and member of the Jewish San­ 
hedrin. who sought an interview 
with Jesus. 
It will be observed that Nico­ 
demus came at night, when Jesus 
W’as alone and when things were 
quiet and the tw’o might be undis­ 
turbed. 
It is not worth our while to dis­ 
cuss why Nicodemus came at night 
whether he w*as a moral coward 
or not. The reason why John re­ 
cords this event is to give us the 
w'ords of Jesus during the visit— 
that’s the important part. 
We can and must admit that 
Nicodemus w*as an earnest man. 
that he was sincere, that he was 
seeking helpful information, that he 
was interested in things religious. 
He is entitled to be commended 
for that. More than that. Nicodem-

This famous missionary hymn 
was written, in part, on both sides 
of the Atlantic anil though its 
first stanzas were finished in 1850 
the last of them wrcre not penned 
until more than a year later. 
Bishop A rthur Cleveland Coxe, 
distinguished nineteenth century 
Episcopal churchman, was the au ­ 
thor. He began his hymn on Good 


his nymn aru. a teilow clergyman, 
the Rev. Ernest Hawkins, publish­ 
ed it later the same year in a 
volume of poems. 
That publication was all that 
the hymn enjoyed for many years. 
Bishop Coxe was a modest poet 
and would not even permit his 
verses to be used in the hymnal 
of his own church.

Polio Test Vaccine 
Climaxes Long Study 


“Scientific research is like mountain climbing; the closer to 
he top, the more breathless you are—and the less there is to 
lold on to.” 
So says Dr. Jonas E. Salk, who developed the polio vaccine 
ibout to be mass-tested by the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis to determine its effectiveness. 
For almost six years Dr, Salk has been working on the polio 
Droblem at the University of Pittsburgh, one of many institu­ 
ions where March of Dimes grants are in effect. He has demon­ 
itrated in more than 600 human beings that a killed-virus vac- 
fine produces no illness; he has shown that antibody levels in 
he blood can be artificially raised by vaccination. Now, through 
i controlled study, it is to be determined if such vaccinations 
vill protect against the naturally-occurring disease. 
Typical of the earnest, conscientious and brilliant young 
nan whose whole m edical career has been liberally salted both 
vith enthusiasm and caution, is his deep sense of hum anity. 
“ W hen dealing with a problem affecting m illions of chil- 
lren, you are concerned before you inject even a single child,” 
îe explains. 
Dr. Salk views his work as the culmination to date of the 
iontributions of a great many scientists. In discussing this ques­ 
tion, he emphasizes the long heritage of patient and courageous 
•esearch that made it possible for him to take the historic steps 
vhich bring us closer to the conquest of polio. 
Dr. Salk first received National Foundation support when 
îe was awarded a fellowship on the recommendation of the Na­ 
tional Research Council for work at the University of Michigan 
school of Public Health in 1942; next at the University of Pitts­ 
burgh as director of one of four virus classification projects, and 
currently for his studies on immunization in human beings. 
After hi» graduation at 16 from Townsend Harris High 
school in New York City, his birthplace, he attended City Col- 
ege, where for the first tim e he had an opportunity to satisfy 
lift curiosity about scientific subjects His father, Daniel, was a 
nanufacturer; Jonas had thought idly o f becom ing a lawyer, 
lis initial taste of science reset his course. He has never devi- 
ited since then. 
He was graduated at 19 from the College of the City of New 
iTork, and entered New York University College of Medicine, 
vhere he began his research career while still a medical student 
md received several fellowships in chemistry, experimental 
surgery and bacteriology. In the course of these, his interests 
shifted from proteins to viruses, and then to patients, when he 
mtered his interneship at the Mt. Sinai Hospital in New York 
Jity. While at medical school he was elected to the honorary 
nedical society while in his third year, ranking one of the first 
hree in his class. In 1942 he went to Michigan to work with 
}r. Thomas Francis, under whom he had studied at N.Y.U., 
md with whom he worked on influenza and influenza vaccines. 
Dr. Salk went to the University of Pittsburgh in 1947 as 
\ssociate Research Professor in Bacteriology, and later became 
Research Professor. It was a year later that he accepted respon- 
¡ibility for one of the polio virus classification studies. 
“ Both polio and influenza art* inlert*Hling disease problem ».” 
ay» Dr. Salk. “ But for influenza we are well on our way toward 
ontrol, and not in the »late of helple»»ne»» that exint» for polio.” 
It is this sense of urgency that keeps Salk in his laboratory 
;ometimes 12 or 14 hours a day. that makes him awaken to com­ 
pete an unfinished job or to get an early start while others 
itill sleep. He admits that he lives with the problems of his 
vork most of the 24 hours of the day. His w ife--the former 
Donna Lindsay, social worker, whom he met at Woods Hole, 
dass., where he was working at the Marine Biological Labora- 
ories in 1936. and m arried three years later -shares his demand- 
ng interests. She. along with their sons, received one of the 
ixperimental polio vaccines. And she is about to move the Salk 
esidence from rural Wexford, 17 miles from Pittsburgh, to the 
ity so her husband can be nearer his laboratory. 
Dr. Salk shares the w orld’s eagerness to know whether the 
rial vaccine will prevent paralytic polio. But the real emotional 
risis for him occurred more than a year ago, when he reached 
be decision to give the first injections to humans. 
“The safety of the trial vaccine had to be established in the 
aboratory, so far as it was possible to do so.” he explains. “The 
lext problem is—will it perform as we hope0 And what is even 
nore important—we intend to stay with the task until it is 
iccomplished.”

Polio Test Vaccine 
Climaxes Long Study 


“Scientific research is like mountain climbing; the closer to 
he top, the more breathless you are—and the less there is to 
lold on to.” 
So says Dr. Jonas E. Salk, who developed the polio vaccine 
ibout to be mass-tested by the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis to determine its effectiveness. 
For almost six years Dr. Salk has been working on the polio 
jroblem at the University of Pittsburgh, one of many institu- 
ions where March of Dimes grants are in effect. He has demon­ 
strated in more than 600 human beings that a killed-virus vac­ 
cine produces no illness; he has shown that antibody levels in 
he blood can be artificially raised by vaccination. Now, through 
i controlled study, it is to be determined if such vaccinations 
vill protect against the naturally-occurring disease. 
Typical of the earnest, conscientious and brilliant young 
nan whose whole medical carcer has been liberally salted both 
vith enthusiasm and caution, is his deep sense of hum anity. 
“ W hen dealing with a problem affecting m illions of chil- 
Iren, you are concerned before you inject even a single child,"’ 
ie explains. 
Dr. Salk views his work as the culmination to date of the 
,‘ontributions of a great many scientists. In discussing this ques- 
ion, he emphasizes the long heritage of patient and courageous 
•exarch that made it possible for him to take the historic steps 
vhich bring us closer to the conquest of polio. 
Dr. Salk first received National Foundation support when 
ie was awarded a fellowship on the recommendation of the Na­ 
tional Research Council for work at the University of Michigan 
School of Public Health in 1942; next at the University of Pitts­ 
burgh as director of one of four virus classification projects, and 
rurrently for his studies on immunization in human beings. 
After hit* graduation at 16 from Townsend Harris High 
School in New York City, his birthplace, he attended City Col- 
ege, where for the first tim e he had an opportunity to satisfy 
lili curiosity about scientific subjects His father, Daniel, was a 
nanufacturer; Jonas had thought idly o f becom ing a lawyer, 
iis initial taste of science reset his course. He has never devi­ 
lled since then. 
He was graduated at 19 from the College of the City of New 
fork, and entered New Y'ork University College of Medicine, 
vhere he began his research career while still a medical student 
md received several fellowships in chemistry, experimental 
mrgery and bacteriology. In the course of these, his interests 
shifted from proteins to viruses, and then to patients, when he 
jntered his interneship at the Mt. Sinai Hospital in New York 
Jity. While at medical school he was elected to the honorary 
nedical society while in his third year, ranking one of the first 
hree in his class. In 1942 he went to Michigan to work with 
Sr. Thomas Francis, under whom he had studied at N.Y.U., 
md with whom he worked on influenza and influenza vaccines. 
Dr. Salk went to the University of Pittsburgh in 1947 as 
\ssociate Research Professor in Bacteriology, and later became 
Research Professor. It was a year later that he accepted respon- 
iibility for one of the polio virus classification studies. 
“ Both polio and influenza ore interesting disease problem s," 
ays Dr. Salk. "But for influenza we are well on our way toward 
ontrol. and not iii the state of helplessness that exists for polio." 
It is this sense of urgency that keeps Salk in his laboratory 
;ometimes 12 or 14 hours a day. that makes him awaken to com­ 
pete an unfinished job or to get an early start while others 
dill sleep. He admits that he lives with the problems of his 
vork most of the 24 hours of the day. His wife—the former 
Donna Lindsay, social worker, whom he met at Woods Hole, 
Vlass., where he was working at the Marine Biological Labora- 
ories in 1936. and married three years later—shares his demand- 
ng interests. She, along with their sons, received one of the 
»xperimental polio vaccines. And she is about to move the Salk 
•esidence from rural Wexford, 17 miles from Pittsburgh, to the 
:ity so her husband can be nearer his laboratory. 
Dr. Salk shares the world’s eagerness to know whether the 
rial vaccine will prevent paralytic polio. But the real emotional 
;risis for him occurred more than a year ago, when he reached 
.be decision to give the first injections to humans. 
“The safety of the trial vaccine had to be established in the 
aboratory, so far as it was possible to do so,” he explains. “The 
Text problem is—will it perform as we hope? And what is even 
nore important—we intend to stay with the task until it is 
accomplished.”
